Temperature: 400° Ff, Time: 20-25 minutes 


4 T butter 3 t baking powder 
4 T sugar te t salt 

1 egg 1 ¢ blueberries 

2 c all-purpose flour le milk 


Cream butter, add sugar gradually, then 
the egg and beat well. Mix and sift the 
flour, baking powder and salt, add berries, 
Add fiour mixture and milk to creamed 
mixture and stir just enough to dampen 
flour. Fill buttered muffin pans %rds full 
and bake in a preheated oven, 


BARBECUED LAMB CHOPS 


Temperature: 400° F. Time: 40-50 minutes 
6 shoulder lamb f, g. cayenne 

chops % c catsup 
2 T drippings 2 T vinegar 
1 onion 1 T Worcestershire 
1 T dry mustard Sauce 
1 t celery salt 


Saute the lamb chops until nicely brown- 
ed and arrange in a shallow baking dish. 
To the drippings in the pan add the rest 
of the ingredients, bring just to the boiling 
point. Spread over the chops. Dip whole 
small carrots in butter and arrange be- 
tween chops. Bake uncovered in a preheated 
oven,

Rochester Pays Less Than Average For 
Electric Service, Federal Survey Shows 


Rochester pays less for its residential elec- 
tric service than the average of twenty-eight 
New York State communities of 25,000 or 
more population, according to a recent sur- 
vey made by the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. Of the twenty-eight communities listed 
six are in the Greater New York area. 
Eighteen of the 28 listed have higher rates 
than Rochester for the small user (25 to 
40 kilowatt. hours per month) and nine 
have lower, For larger users, (250 kilowatt 
hours per month) eighteen communities are 
higher, one is tied and eight are lower, 

In its report the Federal Power Com- 
mission points out that it “makes no at- 
tempt to determine the reasonableness or 
unreasonableness of the rates shown or does 


it enumerate the factors that effect rate 
levels. Conditions of furnishing electric 
service and the consequent costs vary wide- 
ly,” it declares, “‘and, in the absence of in- 
formation on such costs, the mere fact of 
difference in the level of rates is not to be 
construed as representing unreasonableness 
or undue discrimination. Caution should, 
therefore, be exercised in drawing conclu- 
sions from these data.” 


Principal items governing cost of service 
are amount of underground lines, taxes, 
wage scale, price of coal and character of 
service. The variance in these factors is 
largely responsible for the variance in rates 
among different communities,
